PREFACE 


The object of this Year Book is to indicate to writers and artists 
the best market for their wares ; no attempt is made, therefore, 
to include all periodical publications. As a general rule only 
those willing to pay for outside contributions are mentioned, but 
for various reasons there are a good many exceptions to this 
rule. Sometimes, for instance, specialists are anxious to make 
the results of their work known, although they receive no fee 
for doing so ; again, in the case of well-known papers run on 
the voluntary principle, it is as well to know that no payment 
can be expected from them ; in addition, there are magazines 
which apparently fluctuate from year to year between payment 
and non-pa5nnent. Numerous applications from editors are 
received, however, for the inclusion of publications which would 
only be suitable for insertion if the Year Book claimed to be a 
complete Press Directory. 

The rate of remuneration to contributors has been slightly 
increased since last year in a few cases. A number of editors 
have inserted welcome particulars as to rates which formerly 
were lacking; against these, unfortunately, have to be placed 
those who have withdrawn details that were previously given. 

The price of one or two periodicals has been lowered since 
the last edition, but a far greater number have been raised in 
spite of the alleged drop in general prices. The publishers of the 
Writers' and Artists' Year Book have, however, been able 
to reduce the price of the 1922 edition to 3s. 6d., without in any 
.way curtailing the matter it contains — ^in fact, the space occupied 
this year is greater. The pages for record of MSS., which had 
to be omitted in 1921, are restored, and all the usual features 
will be found, including articles on free-lance work, film-writing, 
advice to authors, press photography, lists of publishers, literary 
agents, colour printers, literary clubs, etc.

In the case of a short 
story this is inadvisable, for the story depends so much on the 
manner of presentation.

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OVERSEAS NEWSPAPERS 


Many excellent newspapers arc published in the larger towns througliout 
the Empire. To give a full list of so many hundreds of papers would be 
impossible within the coniines of this small year book, and quite useless to 
a would-be contributor. The leading newspapers can be seen at their 
London offices, but some of the less important ones do not run to a London 
office. At any rate, in regard to MSS. it is always well to deal direct with 
Overseas headquarters, even if it involves a good deal of patience. It is 
obviously not in the interests ot those in charge of the English office to com- 
mend any but their own stulf. 

Most of the big newspapers depend for new's mainly on their own stalls. 
The most important papers have permanent representatives who keep them 
supplied, not only with news of purely Colonial interest, but with a weekly 
summary of English news, and articles on events of special importance. 

Canadian and Australasian papers are so w^ell supplied with cabled news 
that the work even of their own London representatives is ot diminishing 
importance, and their reports come as belated echoes of events already half- 
forgotten. South African papers do not make such free use of the cables, 
but they arc less enterprising in other ways also, and do not afford more scope 
for English work. All the Overseas newspapers like their English representa- 
tives to be well-informed men from their owm country. 

'Ihc Overseas market for stories is too small to be worth considering. 'J'he 
newspapers and dailies usually buy their stories, as the smaller papers buy 
their general articles, through one or othci of the wxll-known syndicatt.'s, 
and such magazines as arc published Overseas hkc their fiction to have a local 
setting. It would be possible for an outsider to arrange with a dozen or more 
small papers in Canada or Australasia to take a series of articles from him, 
but the pay for this class of work is so small that it w’ould not be worth his 
while to do so unless he could make anangements with many papers, which 
would be difficult from a distance. 

It will be seen, therefore, that the market is not a very hopeful one, yet in 
order that any one may be able, at any rate, to try his luck, a list of the 
principal papers, wliich have any opening at all for outside work, is given. 
Many of these run as dailies and have a weekly issue with a different name, 
which is more of a magazine, and less rigidly kept for local or topical news. 
The pay in most cases is only about a guinea a thousand w^ords. The articles 
arc shorter, and the whole paper rather more “ scrappy than those we are 
accustomed to over here, though some of our papers, notably the Daily 
Express, are adopting Colonial fashion in this respect.

ADVICE TO AUTHORS 


Out of all the MSS. submitted to publisliing houses the vast majority are 
novels ; for most people who wish to write turn to the novel as the only possible 
mode of expression. 

Novels vary from 60,000 to 120,000 words, and if, in spite of all the difli- 
culties in the way, 5'ou have managed to complete one, the next thing will be 
to get it typewritten, or it will stand less chance of appealing to the publisher’s 
reader. 11 you have no machine, you will be lucky if you get the work done 
lor ; besides the saving of expense, if you are able to type the MS your- 
self, you have the advantage of a typed copy to work on for a second 
revision, which is a great help. 

Having written your book, you must decide whether to emplo}’- an agent 
or not. A list of agents is given on page 150 ; most of them state their terms 
plainly, and it is best to choose one who does. Very many of them now are 
content to take a commission on an}^ money received for the book, and do 
not stipulate for " reading,” or other fee.s in advance. It is difficult to sum 
up concisely the arguments for and against the employment of an agent ; 
•anyone who knows the style of book most favoured by certain publishing 
houses, and who has patience and perseverance, might place a book himself 
quite as easily as an agent could do it. In fact, publishers arc often prejudiced 
by having a batch of soiled MSS. sent to them all in one bundle by an agent, 
who has obviously no interest in them, and just perfunctorily fultils his part 
of the contract. Hut on the other hand an agent is in a iiosition to bargain 
with a pubhsher far better than the author could do over Ins own work. 
Also an agent by experience knows the many pitfalls to avoid in concluding 
an agreement. 

An ideal agency would be one where MSS. were typevvntten, if necessary 
in the office, and sent out in perfectly fresh condilion so as to give them every 
possible chance each time. 1 n this each one might be his own agent. Re-type 
such parts of the book as nee<l it, on return, before sending it out again. 
There is no manner of use in putting a clean title page outside a dirty interior ; 
this only shows up the dirt more, and could not deceive a fly. Tj’^pewnte 
as much as needs it, trim broken edges, clean off marks, and, having made 
the MS. as fresh as possible, send it forth again. One vor^*' important luiit 
may be given : in the case of a long book, do not pin tlic sheets all together 
in one monstrous packet, but divide them into chapters. It is thus far easier 
for the publisher’s reader to handle, and will come back in a better condilion 
than if sent in one big block. 

If you are going to be your own agent you will next have to select a pub- 
lisher. There are a few firms who keep to one line of books ; it would be, 
for instance, mere waste of money to send a nov el to Wilhaius and Norg.itc ; 
but beyond outstanding cxccjitions of this kind, most piibiishors refuse to 
be classified as anything but ” geneial,” so anxious are they to get hold of 
anything worth publishing, whatever its nature. WJialcvcr do, choose 
a leading firm of good standing. It is well to send the book lu a MS, box, as 
it stands less chance of getting worn while waiting about. Jt is not necessary 
to enclose stamps, but in a short note you might intimate that you will do 
so should the publisher signify he does not want tlie book. If it is not a 
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novel, it is often helpful to send in a few particulars as to the work, mentioning 
if you have any special qualification for writing it, but you should be brief. 

Then one day may come an oiier. If it is from a firm which sa3rs their 
reader has been much impressed by your work, and if you are willing to put 
some money into it, say ^100, they will contribute their share, have notlung 
to do with it. 

There is one point which cannot be too strongly insisted upon in the case 
of an amateur, whose literary value is unknown — viz., never bind yourself 
for work in advance at a fixed rate. That is to say, if a publisher offers to 
accept a book provided you promise to give him the next or subsequent 
ones at the same rate, firmly dechne ; a reputable firm will not make such 
a proviso. 


PUBLISHERS' AGREEMENTS 

There are four main kinds of agreement in vogue between authors and 
publishers in regard to books. 

(а) Commission. Here an author agrees to bear all the cost of producing 
the book and to pay the publishers a commission on sales. This method 
is not recommended to a novice. Publishers are business men, and if there 
is likely to be any profit in a book some one of them, if not the first, will be 
willing to bring it out at his own risk. Such agreements are, however, quite 
useful in the case of a book on some learned, but not widely popular, theme, 
where the author is not expecting any profit, but merely wishes to give the 
results of his work to the world. 

(б) Copyright. Tliis is when a publisher gives the author a lump sum for 
all rights in lus book. This is often done in the case of books commissioned 
by a publisher, such as children’s books and others of that kind. In these 
cases it is quite good business, for the author gets his money down without 
delay, and has nothing to fear. But in the case of a novel it must be re- 
membered copyright carries with it all rights, and if a book afterwards turns 
out to be a huge popular success, even to the point of being dramatised or 
produced as a film-play, the author must not grumble, for the publisher 
took the nsk and speculated in it when he, the author, did not do so, even 
though it was his own work, and he cannot tlierefore reasonably expect 
anyone to pity him. 

(r) Profit Sharing. This should only be entered into with a firm of known 
repute, because however much the author may study the accounts submitted 
to him from time to time, he has no possible means of checking them, and he 
will hardly understand many of the items. He must have complete confidence 
in the absolute honesty of his partner, the publisher, for he is entirely in his 
hands. Given this confidence the arrangement is quite good, for where the 
book runs to a very large circulation the author will get more out of it than 
on any but a ver>^ big royalty. He will, however, have to wait for his money ; 
and if the book does nol run to any abnormal figures he will not get more, if as 
much, as under a reasonable royalty or copyright arrangement. Whatever 
proportion of the profits he agrees to, he must not let the pubhsher put in a 
clause about 10 per cent, or 15 per cent, on sales before division of profit, as 
this works out very considerably to the author's disadvantage, for it means 
per cent, on gross not net profits. That is to say, if the first edition of a book 
has cost £100 and been sold for ^£150, the publisher’s 15 per cent, is calculated 
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on that ^£150 (not on the £50 profit) so the publisher gets £^6 5s. against the 
author's £1$ 15s. The best way is to have a clean division of profits with 
no percentages deducted first. 

(d) Royalty. This arrangement is far the best for a novice, for he knows 
where he is, and unless the publisher is a rogue indeed, it will be difficult to 
cheat. It would, in fact, mean falsifying books and putting himself at the 
mercy of his clerks, unless he keeps all the figures in his own hands. 

In the case of an unknown author 10 per cent, is all that can be expected at 
first, and this should be increased to 15 per cent, after the sale of the first 
thousand copies. It is quite obvious that 10 per cent, on a low-priced book 
is a much larger proportion of the publisher’s returns than on a high-priced 
one, for where a book is sold nominally at, say a shilling, the cost of production 
is normally about fourpence, and even more now maybe, so as the publisher 
only gets ninepence or less for it, and then has to pay a royalty of about 
ijd. to the author, there is not much left for liimseh. 

If the author is fairly well known he generally receives a certain sum down 
on publication “ on account of royalties," in advance in fact. Here is a 
specimen Agreement for an ordinary novel, which may be safely taken as a 
model : — 

Memorandum of Agreement made this day of between Mr. 

A.B.C. of the one part, and Messrs. X.Y.Z. of the other part. Whereby it 
is mutually agreed as follows : 

That the said Mr. A.B.C. hereby assigns to the said Messrs. X.Y.Z. the 
exclusive right of printing and publishing in book form in Great Britain, 
its colonies and dependencies, a new stoiy at present entitled " The Love 
Tree," of wliich the said Mr. A.B.C. is the author and wliich shall be published 
in the first instance in one volume at five slullmgs net, and in consideration 
thereof the said Messrs. X.Y.Z. shall pay to the said Mr. A.B.C. a royalty 
of 10 per cent, on the published price of the first 1000 copies sold, 15 per 
cent, on tlie s<;cond 1000, and 20 per cent, thereafter. The copyright of 
the book remains the property of the author. 

That all details as to the manner of production, publication and adverti^- 
mciit, and the number and estimation of free copies shall be left to the sole 
discretion of the said Messrs. X.Y.Z., who shall bear all expenses of publication, 
production and advertisement. 

That the said Mr. A.B.C. guarantees to the said Messrs. X.Y.Z. that the 
new story is 111 no way whatever a violation of any copyright, and that it 
contains nothing libellous. 

That the said Messrs. X.Y.Z. shall on the day on which they first publish 
the story, pay to the said Mr. A.B.C. the sum of £25 (twenty-five pounds) 
in advance and on account of the above-mentioned royalties. 

That the American nghts, the rights of translation and dramatisation, 
together with the right to publish the said new story in English on tlie Con- 
tinent of Europe, are reserved by the said Mr. A.B.C. 

Twelve free copies shall be presented I0 the author, who can buy any 
other copies at two-thirds published ]>rice. 

If the book has eventually to bo sold olt as a remainder, the author shall 
receive 15 per cent, of the amount received for such remainder copies. 

'That an exact account of the sales of the said new story shall be made up 
half-yearly to the thirty-first day of May and the thirtieth day of November, 
and statements rendered, with any remittance which may be due, by the 
following June and January, 
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DRAMATIC RIGHTS 

The three forms of agreement for the sale of plays correspond very closely 
to Ihrc'C of those used in the case of books. 

Copyright. Sale outright, which, for obvious reasons, is iinadvisable, 
cx('(‘pt in the case of short one-act plays, where it sometimes is best. 

Profit-sharing. This means that the performing rights are sold on the 
agreement that tlie author receives a share of receipts ; the author sliould 
be very careful or get advice from an expert in framing the agreement. 

Royalty. This system means the author receives a fixed sum for each 
night the play runs, just as in the case of a book he receives a fixed .sum on 
eacli copy sold. Here also the agreement should be care'fully framed. 

In all cases it is essential to have some date of production .stipulated lor. 

If the author cares to run to the expense of producing on his o^^n account 
it is merely an ordinary business matter to see that he is not cheated. 


WARNING TO DRAMATIC AUTHORS

There arc three forms of dramatic contract for plays in three or more acts : 

{a) Sale outright of the performing right. Tins is unsatisfactory. An 
author who enters into such a contract should stipulate in the contract for 
jiroduction of the ])iece by a certain date .uid for proper publication of his 
name on the play-bills. 

{h) Sale of performing right or of a licence to perform on the basis of 
percentages on gross receipts. Percentages vary between 5 and 15 per 
cent. An author should olitain a percentag(i on the sliding scale of gross 
rcceijits m preference to the American system. Should obtain a sum in 
advance of ])erccntagcs. A fixed date on or before which the play should 
bet }>erformed. 

(c) Sale of performing right or of a licence to perform on the basis of 
royalties (i.e. fixed nightly fees). Tliis method should be always avoided 
<-xcept in cases where the fees are likely to be small or difficult to collect. 
The other safeguards set out under heading {h) apply also in this case. 

Flays in one act are often sold outright, but it is better to obtain a small 
nightly fee if possible, and a sum jiaid in advance of such fees in any event. 
It IS extremely important that the amateur nglits of onc-act plays should 
be reserv^ed. 

Authors should remember that performing rights can be limited, and 
are usually limited, by town, country, and time. This is most important. 

Authors should not assign performing riglits, but sboold grant a Hcencc tO 
perform. The legal distinction is of great importance. 

Authors should remember that performing rights in a play are distinct 
from literary copyright. A manager holding the performing right or licence 
to perform cannot print the book of the words. 

ISlcver forget that United States rights may be exceedingly valuable. 
They should never be included in English agreements without the author 
obtaining a substantial consideration. 

Agreements for collaboration should be ceirefully drawn and executed 
before collaboration is commenced. 

An author should remember that production of a play is highly speculative : 
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that he runs a very great risk of delay and a breakdown in the fulfilment of 
his contract. He should therefore guard himself all the more carefully in the 
beginning. 

An author must remember that the dramatic market is exceedingly limited, 
and that for a novice the first object is to obtain adequate publication. 

Dramatic contracts are of a very technical nature, so these hints are neces- 
sarily incomplete. 


TABLE OF ROYALTIES 



COPYRIGHT 

The Act of 19 1 1 sweeps in all copynght whether by statute or at Common 
Law. Jt extends to every original literary, dramatic, musical or artistic 
work ; if the author of an unpublished work was at the time of making it a 
British resident or subject, or 111 the case of published work if such work 
was published within any part of His Majesty’s Dominions. 

The Act abolishes the various terms of copyright winch previously existed, 
and substitutes a period consisting of the author's life and fifty years beyond. 
This IS subject however to certain exceptions, as in the case of joint authorship 
or unpubhshed posthumous works, and a few others. 

Copynght means the sole right to produce or reproduce the work or any 
substantial part thereof in any material form whatsoever, and in any language , 
to perform, or in the case of a lecture, to deliver, the work or any substantial 
part thereof in public ; if the work is unpubhshed to publish it, and it also 
includes the conversion of a dramatic work into a novel ana vice versa, and 
in the case of a literary, dramatic or musical work, the making of any record, 
perforated roll, cinematograph film, or other contrivance for its mechanical 
performance or deUvery. Infringement consists in doing without the consent 
of the owner anything which lies within the sole right of the author. 

Before the passing of this Act copyright lasted in the United Kingdom for 
the author’s hfetime and seven years later, or for forty-two years from the 
date of first publication, whichever was the longer period. This rule held 
good throughout the International Union for work first published in Great 
Britain. A book so pubUshed obtained the above copyright in all Bntish 
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Colonies and Dominions, and in all European countries excepting Russia 
and Turkey. Austria-Hungary was not within the International Union, but 
had a private arrangement with Great Britain which brought her within the 
scope of the same terms. 

An Order in Council, dated February 3, 1915, but operative as from 
January 1 in that year, makes the Copyright Act of 1911, including the pro- 
visions as to existing works, applicable, subject to the usi^al reciprocity 
conditions : 

(a) to literary, dramatic, musical and artistic works the authors whereof 
were at the time of the making of the works citizens of the United States of 
America, in like manner as if the authors had been British subjects ; 

{b) in respect ol residence in the United States of America, in like manner 
as if such residence had been residence in the parts of His Majesty's Dominions 
to which the said Act extends. 

The Order applies to all His Majesty's Dominions, Colonies, and Possessions, 
with the exception of the Dominion of Canada, the Commonwealth of Aus- 
tralia, the Dominion of New Zealand, the Union of South Africa, and New- 
foundland. 

The features of the 1911 Act were : (a) Protection against cinematographs 
and musical instruments ; (6) the omission of registration, which was included 
in the 1910 draft, and was before in force ; (c) the extension of the number 
of free copies at present extorted from publishers, by the compulsory addition 
of a free copy to the National Library of Wales, as well as the five already 
forming a heavy tax on publishers and authors. 

Contributions to magazines and current periodicals, unless it has been 
expressly stipulated to the contrary, are held to carry serial or temporary 
rights only to the editor, and the right of republishing them is retained by 
the author under the Copyright Act of 1911. There is no need for acknow- 
ledgment or for asking permission of the editor. It is well to be careful 
not to sign a receipt which assumes copyright, a trap sometimes set oven now. 

Pictures, Photographs, etc. The Fine Arts Copyright Act of 1862 is 
that under which artistic productions are protected for the life of tlie owner 
and seven years subsequently. It was affected by the above-mentioned Act 
of 1911 to the extent that the copyright of any painting, drawing, or photo- 
graph is vested m the owner unless the same has been executed " for a good 
and valuable con.sideration " for another person, %n which case it belongs to 
the one who has commissioned it. Previously, unless the person commissioning 
the work had a written agreement made out at the time of purchase, vesting 
the copyright, in him, the copyright dropped between tlie originator and 
purchaser. 

Copyright In the United States is now ruled by an Act of 1909. The 
lienclits ol this Act are limited to those who shall be domiciled in the United 
States at the time of the production of the work requinng copyright or to 
the subjects of a country which have conceded to the States rights equal or 
equivalent to those granted to their own subjects in this matter. These 
conditions were deemed to have been complied with in the case of Great 
Britain, including her dependencies, and so are allowable to its inhabitants. 
The Act lays down that a book must be manufactured in the United States to 
secure protection ; this condition was also in the preceding Act, that known 
as the Chace Act, of i8gi, and was insisted oji by the typographical unions. 
It has been so far modified, however, as not to apply to a book in a foreign 
language ; and interim protection is given to a book published in English 
for one month from date of publication, if a complete copy has been forwarded 
to the office of Registration of Claims to Copyright, Washington, U.S.A., 
with a request for such protection. 
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If the book has been set up in the States and issued there within a month 
of its publication here, then it is entitled to copyright for twenty-eight years, 
with a renewal of another twenty-eight years on application one year before 
tlie expiry of the first period, by the author, his wife and children or his 
executors. 


UNIVERSITY OF LONDON DIPLOMA IN JOURNALISM 

Two-year diploma courses in journalism have been established by the 
University of London. The five colleges of the University — University College, 
King’s College, East London College, Bedford College, and the London School 
of Economics and Political Science— are conjointly giving effect to the 
University scherpe. 

In addition to regular instruction in special subjects, students will have 
the opportunity of attending lectures on matters of current public interest 
by persons of recognized authority.

THE FIELD FOR THE FREE LANCE 

By W. a. Mutch 

(Collaborator with Caf)!. Bruce Bairnsfatiier) 

The Field is divisible into two parts — ^illdstration and letterpress. 

In each of these parts there are open and closed sections. 

Elustration 

Draivings to accompany stories and articles. These are entirely commis- 
sioned from artists who are known to have in their work some quality which 
lits them for tlie task in hand. Recently we have seen the photography 
of cinema stars adapted for this purpose. 

Cartoons. This is a closed area in London, where most newspapers and 
magazines have brilliant staff men. It would be hopeless for the Free 
Lance, for example, to seek to compete with such a master as Poy ; but in 
the provinces there is plenty of opportunity, and it is heartening to the Free 
Lance to remember that most of the big cartoon men have started in this 
way. 

Photographs. Agency and staff men cover this ari'a very fully, but the 
live Free Lance with a camera will periodically find himself in possession of 
exclusive stuff for which he will find an excellent market with any of the 
leading picture dailies or weeklies. 

Headtni^s, Tail-pieces and Decoraiions. In tln^se the modest beginner will 
find good exercise and a ready maiket, which should, however, be considc^red 
only as a means to an end, since the remuneration is measured in half-crowns 
and not in guineas. 

Posters. Here is a vast field for the Free Lance with gifts of decoration 
and display, and a flow of original ideas. i)ccasionally the artist wull dispose 
ot his goods by sending diiect to the mnnufacturers of the property he has 
chosen as his subject, but the tendency is for big advertisers to jilace the whole 
of their poster work in the hands of some agency. It is essential that P'ree 
Lance men should be familiar with this side of salesmanship. 

Joke Pictures. This is a remunerative and fascinating field of limitless 
opportunity. Tlie Free Lance should study every jiaper on w^hich he has 
designs until he has completely absorbed its personality, and, what is equally 
important, the toc:hni(]ue favoured by its editor. As a rule, a clear firm 
outline is preferable to a mass of hairline shading. Cros.s-hatching does not 
make a bad picture good. Besides, the open drawing gives a better reproduc- 
tion. Again, in the line work to which 1 refer, use the best materiabs — draw 
in the best black ink you can get on smooth surface hoatd, and post your 
drawings flat. It is essential to get a good underline. Idt'a is everything. 
If you can create a distinctive type or character as Bairnsfatiier did in Old 
Bill, so much the better. 

Letterpress 

News. Any news, if exclusive and human, will find a ready market. In 
kind it may range from a new type of rose to fresh light on our relations with 
a foreign Power. The field for the Free Lance is, however, not so much news 
as the elucidation of news. lienee the vogue of the interview which has the 
double merit of combining special knowleilge with the personal note. The 
interview at the present moment is the royal road to success in Free Lance 
work. Besides, it gives the journalist experience and confidence, since he 
meets all sorts and conditions of notabilities and notorieties. In this class 
of work it is essential to make your stuff of real news interest, and for a guide 
you cannot do better than watch the live Sunday papers. These are the best 
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guide to the Free Lance, and are his greatest opportunity. At all costs 
avoid the scrap-book article. Pasting-up is the drudgery of the Free Lance 
Field, and is paid accordingly. 

Leaders. These are occasionally contributed, but demand such special 
kntjwlcdge that they are practically outside the ordinary Free Lance Field. 

Paragraphing. This is a news department exceptionally well paid and 
very much worth the while of those who have access to special sources of 
information. Gossip features and London letters are always open to this 
sort of thing, and very little experience will guide the Free Lance to the 
best paying publications. 

In both interview and paragraph work the woman Free Lance will find a 
most remunerative line of activity. The woman interest in all classes of 
publications has never been greater than it is to-day. 

The Signed Article. Of course, all the time the Free Lance is on any class 
of work he should be watching for opportunities for signed articles, since the 
better laiown one’s name the better one’s writing will sell. Of signed article 
subjects the hot topical '* will sell best, but great care has to be taken in the 
first placing of such articles because they lose in value with each succeeding 
day. Articles depending on some condition likely to endure for several 
weeks do not suffer in the same way from depreciation, but they have not the 
same value. The keynote to success in this field is an appreciation of news 
values. A news sense is the greatest asset any journalist. Free Lance or 
otherwise, can possess. 

Humour. The chances for a real humorist arc enormous, providt'd he will 
study brevity and the papers for which he wishes to write. It is seldom that 
an article of this class which has failed in one ])lace will succeed in another, 
because the distinctions in editorial tasH* in humour arc as a rule very clearly 
marked. The prizes in this dejiartmcni are very great. ICvery Free Lance 
w'lth a sense of humour should develop it to the utmost. 

Verse. This is a modest handmaiden of Free Lance wxirk, poorly paid, for 
the excellent reason that verse does not sell. So far as Press work is concerned, 
humorous verse gets a better price than sentimental or licroic. It is in song- 
writing that the greatest prizes are to be won. 

Fiction. Here we have the best gold mine, especially if one can write in 
such a way as to be saleable in America as w^ell as in Pritain. The short 
story in this country is wretchedly paid, but it may be made worth while by 
sale in America, and it is an invaluable exercise on the road to the serial. For 
the serial it is necessary to have an agent wdio specialises in this class of work. 
The agent will not only know where there is a market, but wall be able to 
give invaluable advice as to treatment and technique. Then the seiial has a 
multiple sales value. First, second and even third serial rights can be sold, 
and then there are book, cinema and dramatic rights, so that the serial once 
written is an investment returning a steady income for years. 

Drama. This, like serial fiction, is a final goal of the Free Lance, but 
is so wide a subject that it is impossible here to do more than enumerate it 
as an ultimate ambition. 

There are several points to note : — 

Location. I.^ndon is incomparably the best centre. The Free Lance who 
begins in the provinces will quickl)^ find himself being left behind by the man 
in J^ndon, both in the gathering and selling of stuff. 

Choice of Publication. This is a matter of experience gained by reading 
and soaldng in the personalities of many papers and magazines. Publica- 
tions without personality should be ignored because they are usually over- 
supplied and underpaid. 

Agents. These are the Free Lance’s expert salesmen, and arc of the greatest 
possible assistance when chosen with great care and a full knowledge of the 
working of each house. 



DRAMATIC WRITING 


By bertha N. GRAHAM. 

This comes under quite a difierent heading from book or magazine publication 
of stones, and requires other quahties. It is true that some of the most popular 
plays are dramatised from novels, but these are usually taken from the work 
of those who have already made a name for themselves, and it is the name 
as much as the work that attracts attention. Here, even less than in book 
publication, caii any producer tell what will take or what will turn out a dead 
failure, there seem to be no rules whatever, and actor- managers are as much 
in the dark as the writers themselves. It may be that a piece with only 
an idea to commend it, nothing to speak of in the way of dialogue, and less 
as regards scenery, will run for hundreds of nights, whereas a really dramatic 
play has to be taken oft after a week. So far as the amateur is concerned 
the great thing is to get his play read at all. There is much acrimonious 
controversy on this point ; actor-managers are apt to protest through the 
Press that their whole lives are passed considering the rubbishy MSS. 
showbred upon tliem, while the offended author believes that his plays never 
come to the eye of the manager at all unless backed up by personal influence 
or special lavour. Many a good play may be i ejected because it does not 
fit in at all with that particular manager’s cast. It is absurd to say that 
a manager never goes outside his line, but it saves time and stamps to 
assume that he is unlikely to do so. Think carefully of the suitability of 
the play to the theatre. Sending the wrong thing does you no good and 
may clog the avenue for another playwright's success. Study carefully the 
technical qualities of the modern successes. The *' unknown " is well 
advised not to require large casts or claboiate sets for his play, for they 
mean big expenditure. A good rough — very rough — rule is to have not 
more than eight or nine characters, or two sets for four acts. If it is essen- 
tial to have a big '' set,” it is as well to arrange for it to be used at the end 
of the itct or even of the play, so that if smaller sets are required first, they 
can be ” flied.” It is a great advantage it one set can serve the entire play. 
Never have a change of scene in a one-act play. These, unless also suitable 
for music hall sketches, are not very marketable. Tho.se most in fashion 
at present are little genre studies of everydaj^ life, depending largely on sense 
of Character, a humorous touch, and an ” idea.” 

In the present water's opinion the following are the important points in 
a play, though alternative words are given in brackets as the result of a 
lively discussion on ” marking for production ” at a play-producing society. 
Some judges would transpose the importance of the first and fourth items. 
I, Plot (or Idea) ; 2, Construction (or Development) ; 3, Character ; 

4, Dialogue ; and 5, General Effect (or Atmosphere). 

Have your first play t5q)ed at an office accustomed to theatrical work, as 
it is a highly technical art, and one wliich the non-theatrical t)q)ist does 
not understand. 

Have a top copy and at least two carbons. Send the top copy to one 
manager and the best carbon to another, retain the third, and never lend 
it to anyone. You will probably want more than three copies by the time 
you are tired of sending out your play. Write and ask for your piece if it 
does not return in three months. Of course, always write to a manager 
and ask if he is reading plays before sending in, and enclose a stamped 
addressed envelope for his reply. If you do receive an ofier, conduct the 
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negotiations through a good agent or under the advice of the Society of 
Authors. Stipulate for production within a certain fixed time. Insist on 
having an advance on royalties of about 3^50 for a long play: If your agent 
is clever and the Management keen, you may, perhaps, get more. Be sure 
that your royalties are calculated on the gross takings, not on the net. 
Agree to nothing without taking expert opinion on the contract. Ordinary 
lawyers do not understand the peculiar points of theatrical business. Make 
separate conditions for English, Provincial, Colonial, American, Continental, 
and Amateur rights. Similar rules apply to music hall sketches, but about 
£10 in advance is the usual sum for the '* unknown,*' and you will be lucky 
to get that. Probably you will have to allow your play to be run free for 
a trial week, unless a star " has taken it. The class of hall worked, the 
status of the artistes, and the number of cliaracters in the sketch all affect 
the terms. Ten per cent, on the contracts or los. 6d. a performance, which- 
ever comes highest, is an average sum to ask for a two or three-handed sketch. 
Be sure to stipulate for the right to view agreements, particularly if dealing 
with a small concern. Don't sell your play or sketch outright, and always 
insist that your name shall appear on the programme as author. 

Opinions are very varied with regard to the value of special productions. 
Commercially, they are a mistake so far as long plays are concerned, though 
occasionally a charity matinee or one arranged by a good producing society 
has preluded a successful run. Generally speaking, the advantages are 
these. If your play has good stuff in it, you lay the foundations of a 
name " ; secondly, you will see your play in being, and, if you attend the 
rehearsals and are lucky enough to be in the hands of a skilful " producer,*' 
you will get priceless lessons in stagecraft ; after the production you will 
have the weak points indicated by the ''ritics — and what is quite as valuable, 
you’ll get the "feel" of the audience. This is something as indescribable 
but as important as the right feeling of the pdiff is to a china collector. 
If you have it, you are quite likely to write commercially valuable plays, even 
if your first is not successful ; if you haven't, you may make a money success 
■ — but it IS very doubtful. There is rather more chance that one. act plays 
or sketches may be taken after a special perfonnaiice, for by inviting music 
hall agents you may get an offer for a trial week at once. Production by 
a society usually means a fee wliich averages £10 or £12 an act, or the sale 
of a certain number of tickets. Sometimes your agent will be able to arrange 
a special matinee for you, this, at the very lowest, will mean paying £120 
to 3^150 for a long play. 

Before sending plays to any of the Societies named below, it will be as well 
to write and find out it they are still giving performances.

THE PHOTO-PLAY AND THE AUTHOR 

Although it is still fashionable to sneer at “ the pictures," it has now become 
evident that the Cinema has a strongly entrenched position in the heart of the 
public. A very large number of photoplays are made each year and, owing 
to the worldwide circulation of the hnished film, big prices can be paid for 
story material. The screen, therefore, merits careful consideration by the 
author as an outlet for his w^ares. 

When, however, the Free Lance comes to consider this market, he finds 
that the position is, to say the least, queer, fie finds the Trade in general 
calling loudly for stories — more stories — better stories ; he knocks at the 
door of the manufacturer and is told that his stories are not required. In 
almost every instance, <his apparent contradiction is due to offering the 
wrong wares at the wrong door. 

THE MARKET FOR ORIGINAL WORK. The writer who washes to sec his 
work on the screen must he^in wath a careful study of the market. The only 
way to acciuirc a knowledge of this is to take in one or more of the trade 
papers regularly and study them thoroughly. The British trade papers are 
'rhe Bioscope, The Chicma, and The Kmeynatograph Weekly. These can 
now only be obtained by subscription. An American paper, e.g. The Moving 
Picture World, should also be studied. From these a fair knowledge of the 
variety of story required by different firms will soon be obtained. It is 
necessary to discriminate bctw'ecn renter and manufacturer. The former is 
a “ middleman " who, in many cases, buys the finished film outright from 
the manufacturer and distributes it. Very often the film is advertised, 
both in trade papers and on the screen, as " A So-and-so Photoplay," So-and-so 
being the renter and not the manufacturer. It is, of course, useless to send 
MSS. to a renter. 

Only a short course of this study w'ill be necessary before the Free Lance 
realizes that the English market is practically non-existent. Most British 
firms profess themselves walling to consider original stories, but at the time 
of writing about 98 per cent, ol British films are adaptations of novels, stage 
plaj'S, etc. It is advisable, therefore, to write definitely for the American 
market. Here the Free Lance has much better opportunities ; quite 25 per 
cent, of American films arc made from original stories. 

Broadly speaking, the only kind of original work that is acceptable is 
the " detailed synopsis." All producing companies have a scenario editor and 
usually some “ continuity "writers whose duty it is to prepare the “ scenarios " 
(i.e. screen adajitalions) of the novels, plays, or even detailed synopses from 
which the photoplays are to be produced. Obviously it will be waste of time 
for an outside writer to attempt adaptations from novels, etc. ; if a company 
wishes to film a certain book, the adaptation will be made by one of its 
staff writers. With very rare exceptions, also, a producing firm wall not 
look at a full scenario submitted by a Free Lance. Continuity w'riting is 
certainly a very specialized art, and the assumption that a man cannot write 
continuity until he has proved his wwth by sending in several good detailed 
synopses is probably well founded. 

THE SCENARIO. This is the photoplay in its complete form. 1 1 consists 
of : — 

I. Title. Probably a more important consideration in screen work than 
in any other kind of writing. It should be short, snappy, and attractive. 

1 08 
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2. Cast. An enumeration of the characters in the play, usually in the 
order of their importance, with a note as to any outstanding peculiarities. 

3. Synopsis. A short resume or precis of tlie story of the play. 

4. Scene-plot. A list of the “ scenes,” ” settings,” or ” locations ” 
which occur in the continuity. The latter is divided into a number of 
scenes, fifty or more to the reel, and these are numbered in sequence. In 
the scene-plot, each scene or setting is listed with the numbers of the continuity 
scenes in which it is used. Thus, an exterior of a farmhouse might be used 
in scenes 3, 20, 47, 69, and 241 of the continuity. 

5. Continuity. It is impossible to give here more than a very rough idea 
of what is meant by continuity. It is the arrangement, in scenes, of the 
action of a play, in such a manner as, v/hen recorded by the camera, will tell 
the story of the play. The continuity writer docs not write a story about 
his characters. He plans incident, action, business, etc., which will tell 
the story, then makes his characters follow out his ideas. Thus, if he wants 
to tell that Mary refuses Henry's jiroposal of marriage, he will do it something 
like this : — 

Scene 22. Location in Wood, 

Mary and Henry seated on log. Henry begins to make love, kneels, 
proposes. Mary refuses. Henry persists, pleads. Mary annoyed, rises, 
exits. Henry gloomy. 

It is the skilful stringing together of a number of individual scenes such as 
this that makes a continuity. 

A drama is usually five reels in length. A reel consists of approximately 

1.000 feet of film. Idlm is exposed through the camera at the rate of one 
loot per second. It is projected on the screen at the same rate. Thus one 
reel takes about 17 minutes to show. It lollow's, therefore, that it the above 
scene took 30 seconds to be enacted, it will take 30 scconrls to be projected 
and w'ill occupy 30 feet of film. By timing his scenes in this way the con- 
tinuity wTiter can arrange that the sum total of his scenes will be about 

5.000 seconds or 5,000 feet. 'J'his is the only way of determining, even roughly, 
the length of a continuity; the number of scenes is no criterion -one scene 
may last 3 seconds, another 60 seconds. 

THE DETAILED SYNOPSIS. This is the form in wdiich original work 
should always be submitted. After two or three sales the author may be 
invited to submit a full scenario. Until then, it is waste of time and money 
to sulimit more than the detailed s^mopsis. 

This synopsis should be a little more than its name implies. It is advisable 
to send : — 

1. A very short synopsis of the story. Only an indication of the theme 
is required, and this should not occupy more than about half a dozen lines. 

2. A cast, as in the full scenario. 

3. The detailed synopsis proper. In this, no particular attention need 
be paid to length, though the synopsis should not stretch to more than 5,000 
words. The writer is strongly advised to work out a continuity, however 
loughly, before writing the synopsis. A good detailed synopsis is not a 
synopsis of the story but a synopsis of the continuity, in the picturizing 
of a story, the arrangement, sequence, etc., of incidents arc often altered. 
The necessity for this is not always apparent until the contiiuiity is worked 
out. If the author does this, then writes the synopsis to follow the continuity 
closely, not only is the actual continuity wTitcr’s wairk made easier, but the 
author’s own ideas arc more likely to be followed out. Also, it is apparent 
from the synopsis that the author knows what is required. 

DISPOSAL OP WORK. Choose carefully, with regard to their require- 
ments, the firms to w'hom you submit your work. Address to The Scenario 
Department, 
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The ordinary rules of sending out MSS. apply. All work must be type- 
written and accompanied by a stamped addressed envelope (International 
Reply Coupon for America) for return. No personal letter should be enclosed 
unless absolutely necessary. 

Payment varies considerably. There is no fixed rate, the amount offered 
being in accordance with the producing firm's estimate of value. For a 
detailed synopsis sold at an American firm the author will receive from ;^8o 
to £200, If sold to a British firm, he may receive £^q though this is unlikely. 

Whatever the payment, the complete copyright will be required. The 
work must be sold outright.' The author may think he would like to reserve 
the book rights. In this case he will not sell his synopsis. 

The price paid for the cinematograph rights of books by established 
authors varies still more widely. No figures can be given, as so much depends 
on the standing and popularity of the author. An agreement should be 
drawn up on the lines of that drafted by the Society of Autliors. It should 
not be signed until the Society has been consulted.

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ARTIST-ILLUSTRATORS 


Anyone who wishes to dispose of illustrative work, either in colour or in 
black-and-white, may get into direct touch with the art editors or may 
entrust sales to an art agent. It is, perhaps, safer for a complete novice 
to try the latter plan first. A reputable art agent will be able to tell at 
once, after seeing specimens of an artist's work, whether it is marketable, 
and will probably know where it can be placed. Many successful illustrators 
of the day leave the selling of their work entirely in the hands of an agent. 

If, however, the artist elects to be his own agent, the art editors of the 
vanous publications must be interviewed. This may be done by appoint- 
ment, or the artist may simply “ drop in on chance. As a rule, art editors 
are quite accessible people, and arc alw'ays on the look-out for new talent. 
But never go empty-handed to such an interview, intending just to talk 
about the wonderful work you can do. Take specimens, and take them 
where, from your own observation, such work as yours is most likely to be 
in demand. There are very few illustrated magazines or journals in this 
country which do not desire new talent. 

The placing of illustrative work is very much in line with the placing of 
articles, it requires endless patience, and some “ push,’* also a readiness to 
seize opportunities or to make them. The list of journals in the body of 
the book gives the kind of drawings required by the different editors. A 
very large number ask for wash-drav/ings, some also take line, and others 
have openings in the way of coloured covers. All these things are best 
studied in a copy of the magazine itself, and it is well to select a magazine 
whose style is in keeping with your own work. Sometimes a page-design 
may be accepted, or a jest, illustrated in line, may just fill a comer, and so 
lead the way to a commission to illustrate a serial story. There is besides 
a market, opened up mainly in the last few years, for the sale of coloured 
wrappers for novels. These mav be studied to advantage at any large 
booksellers. There is a great opening for original and natural work in this 
genre, much of what is accepted being still of the “ chocolate-box ” style. 
The difficulty is that publishers usually give out such work to firms or studios. 
But a persevering artist who did fine work in wrappers for imaginary books 
and took them round, without being deterred by rebuffs, to all likely jiublishers, 
W’ould surely find some commissions sooner or later. 

In attempting the illustration of books it is a very good way to do a set 
of drawings for some well-known book out of copyright, which is being 
constantly re-issued in new editions ; armed with these it is easier to call 
upon a publisher (see List, p. 126) and lay the proposal before him than if 
the specimens of work taken aie merely detached pictures. 

For illustrative work there is really no standard of price. Generally 
speaking, the very successful illustrators, whose work is much in demand, 
or whose style happens to be the vogue, fix their own prices, and get them. 
The beginner, who has genuine talent, can bargain as much as he or she 
pleases, but will generally be well advised to accept at first what is offered 
— until the work begins to be known. Prices for illustrations in line or wash 
may range anywhere between los. fid. a picture to many times that sum, 
according to the ability and standing of the artist. The coloured wrappers 
for books should bring in two or three guineas apiece from any decent firm. 
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In commercial art — that is, drawings and designs specially prepared for 
business purposes — there is a wide and ever-widening held, in which oppor- 
tunities are likely to become more numerous. Here an art agent is almost 
indispensable. 

The demand for art in advertising has enormously increased in recent 
years, but most of it is supplied through advertising agents or through the 
big commercial art studios, such as Carlton Studio, Great Queen Street, W.C., 
or The Byron Studios, 8 Farringdon Avenue, F.C. 4. See also List of Art 
Agents, p. 152. 

It an artist joins one of these at a regular salary, work is provided, and 
there is more security, but the glamour of the Free Lance is lost. 

For those who prefer to work independently, even in this branch, the best 
way is to communicate direct with business hnus who use drawings to illus- 
trate advertisements and show-cards, or to get into touch with the art depart- 
ment of the larger advertising agencies. 

Poster designs should be submitted when in the rough ; a sketch the size 
of a sheet of foolscap, with colour scheme suggested, is quite sufiicient. It 
should be borne in mind that the lettering is of great importance in posters 
and show-cards, and a prominent position should be given to it. It should 
also be remembered that a poster or show-card is an advertisement first, and 
a picture afterwards. The idea must be novel and striking, easily understood 
and recognisable from long distances. There should be nothing morbid in it. 

Fees vary in this field even more than in magazine illustrations. Colour 
work, of course, commands a higher fee than black-and-white drawings. 
The field is so vast, however, and the kinds of work 111 demand are so diverse, 
that it is impossible to offer any ideas on the question of price. 


There are openings, for instance, in the market for Christmas cards, and 
still more in the way of pictorial postcards. 

Christmas card designs should be icady at least eighteen months before the 
season for which they are intended. l-*ictonal postcards should ho in a series 
of six ; of which one, at least, should be carefully finished, the others may be 
in rough sketches, to show the idea of senes. 

In both cases flat colouring will be found to be more in demand than any 
other process, and as few colours as possible should be used to save expensive 
reproduction. Pastel is the most expensive process to reproduce. Fxcept 
Sivhen reproduction by photography is intended, designs should be the actual 
ftize of card when finished. See List below of firms prepared to consider 
^uch designs.

PHOTOGRAPHS FOR THE PRESS : 
AND HOW TO PLACE THEM 


Photographs for the Press, to be of any use to an editor, must possess certain 
qualifications. The most vital of these are known as the “ tell a tale *’ and 
the “ immediate interest ** qualities : for the whole purpose and function of 
an illustration is to force upon the mind of the reader a clear conception of 
a particular incident. Given the posse.ssion of these two qualities a technically 
good photograph is sure to find a market. 

Keep, therefore, the two terms “ tell a story and immediate intere.st " 
constantly before you. The penman may spread himself over two columns 
describing a beautiful place, a gruesome tragedy, or the prettiest woman at 
Court, but a good photograph of the person or place has the pull of him. 
Roughly speaking, photographs for the Press come under one of three head- 
ings : “news" photographs, such as are found in the illustrated dailies; 
“ immediate interest," “ topical " or " place " photographs for the weekly 
papers ; and sets of photographs, all more or less connected to form the basis 
of articles for the monthly magazines. ' Note also that the latter will often 
accept an artistic photograph, witliout any “ news " element whatever, to 
form a frontispiece. 

There are many forms of “ news photographs : foreign scenes, startling 
incidents, under which may be included all fires, accidents, notabilities of 
immediate fame, glorious and inglorious, public functions, with notable per- 
sonages as the centre figures, and all sorts of society gatherings and weddings. 
The scope for the energetic Press-photographer in these latter subjects is 
practically unlimited. But it is no use submitting photographs which do 
not show something of the occurrence. An editor will tell you that he must 
have facts. Nothing else will satisfy the insatiable demands of his readers. 
When photographing at functions, make the pictures “ tell a tale " ; the 
“ newsy " moment is when the persons concerned are actually “ doing some- 
thing." ^ 

The requirements of the weekly papers are somewhat different froin those 
of the dailies. Editors of weekly papers require a certain number 
of “ news " photographs, but their use is necessarily restricted owing to the 
fact that many of them have already appeared in the journals. Photo- 
graphs therefore of places, events, and people in which the interest will be 
maintained for a week or more have a greater chance of being published in 
the weekly papers. Photographs of places which have come prominently 
before the public during the week ; of new buildings of importance ; of 
state or society functions ; remarkable photographs ; pictures of all sorts 
of outdoor life and sports ; striking military and naval pictures ; in fact 
anything which does not answer to the pressing “ news " description, but 
which nevertheless is of sustained “ immediate interest," should find accept- 
ance by the editor of a weekly. 

The monthly magazines mostly require sets of photographs illustrating 
a particular place, sport, hobby, or which serve the puipose of illustrating 
interviews or the homes of prominent people. The keynote of such photo- 
graphs should be — “ uncommon interest." 

, The possessor of photographs intended for the daily, weekly, or monthly 
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Press should constantly study the market. The latter is a vital point. 
Purchase all sorts of papers and analyse their contents. Fixed rules as to 
subjects cannot be laid down, but the golden rule is to send to a paper only 
those kinds of photographs which appear in that particular publication. 

In placing photographs be prompt- Most daily papers, although they 
do not “ close down " until midnight, like their photographs by the early 
afternoon. Weekly and monthly publications have certain press days. 
Don’t try to see an editor on press-day — ^it is too late. Submit photographs 
a day or two before press-day. The particular day in the week can 
always be obtained from the office. Do not expect an editor to return your 
photographs (unless they happen to be of very special value) unless you 
enclose stamps for their return ; even then do not press if they arc not returned. 
Many editors do return photographs by post although stamps are not enclosed. 
Of a good subject circulate at least a dozen prints : the greater the number 
the greater the percentage of success, i.e., monetary returns. 

Photographs should not be less than 6 by 4 inches in size. 

Fees paid by London papers of repute are los. 6d. when the reproduction 
does not exceed 6 by 4 inches, and 21s. when above that size. Provincial 
papers pay half the above fees. 

If the phoLograpli is unique — that is to say, if a similar picture is not 
possessed by anyone else — exclusive fees are frequently obtainable from the 
daily papers ; such fees vary from two to twenty pounds, according to the 
value of the subject. 

Editors are, as a rule, fair-minded pensons and are willing to pay big fees 
for good exclusive work. 

Commissioned work is paid at special rates. 

Keep a file of photographs. Every photograph or negative obtained should 
be carefully indexed and stored away. Never throw a print away unless it 
is unfit for reproduction. Good subjects are of constant value. Form sets 
of photographs. Head the papers constantly and you will be astonished to 
find how frequently it is possible (and profitable) to submit pnnts from your 
file.

Oi Though a variety of opinions exists as to the individual by whom the art of printing 
was first discovered ; yet all authorities concur in admitting PETER SCHOEFFER to be 
the person who invented cast metal types, having learned the art of cutting the letters 
from the Guttembergs : lie is also supposed to have been the first who engraved on copper* 
plates. The following testimony is preserved in the family of Jno. Fred. Faustus of 
Asclieffenhurg : 

“Peter Sckoefper of Gemsheim perceiving his master Faust’s design, and being 
himself ardently desirous to improve the art, found out (by the good providence of God) 
the method of cutting (incidendi) the characters in a matrix, that the letters might be 
easily singly cast, instead of being cut. He privately cut matrices for the whole alphabet : 
and when he shewed his master the letters cast from these matrices, Faust was so pleased 
with the contrivance, that he promised Peter bis only daughter Christina in marriage, a 
promise which he soon after performed. But there were as many difliculties at first with 
these letters, as there had been before with wooden ones, the metal being too soft to 
support the force of the impression ; but this defect was soon remedied by mixing the 
metal with a substance which sufiiciently hardened it.” 


EXPLANATION OF CORRECTIONS. 

A wrong Utter in a word is noticed by drawing a perpendicular line through It, and 
marking the proper letter on the margin, opposite the faulty letter. See No. 1. 

A turned Letter is noticed by making a dash under it, and by the mark No. 2 on the 
margin. 

If letters or words are to be altered from one character to another, a parallel line or 
lines should be marked underneath the word or letter, viz. for large CAPITALS, three 
lines; small capitals, two lines; and italics, one line; and on the margin opposite 
should be written L. Caps., S. Caps., or Ital. See Nos. 3, 11, 22, 23, 

When letters or words are set double, or are required to be taken out, a line is drawn 
through the superfluous letter or w'ord, and tlie mark Nos. 4 and 5 placed on the margin. 

Where the punctuation requires to he altered, the semicolon, colon, Ac., should be 
marked on the margin with a score behind them, as shown by No. 6; but the period 
should be encircled, as repre.sented by No. 26. 

When space is wanting between two words letters, which are to be separated, a 
caret should be made where the separation ought to be, and the sign No. 7 placed 
oppo.site on the margin. 

No. 8 shews the manner in which the hyphen is marked. 

Should a letter or woi’d have been omitted, a caret is put at the place, and the letter or 
word is marked on the margin, as Nos. » and 21. 

When a now paragraph is reijuired, a parallel line or lines should he made, Mid the 
same mark placed on the margin, with the letters N, P. or If. h. See No. 10. 

No. 12 shows the way in which the apostrophe, inverted comma, star, and other 
references and superior letteis and figures are marked. 

Where two or more word.s arc transposed, they should he marked with a line above 
and below, and tr. marked opposite, as is done in No. 13, or as shewTi in Nos. 16 and 2&. 

Whore a space sticks up between two words, a perpendicular line is put on the 
margin. No. 14. 

Where ivords have been struck out that have afterwards been approved of, dots should 
be marked under such word.s, and in the margin should be written Stet. No. 16. 

Wliere several lines or words are addad, they should be written at the top or bottom 
of the page, with a reference mark, a corresponding reference being made at the place 
where the insertion begins (See No. 17.), or if the addition be on a separate Sheet, then 
the words See paper apart should be written on the margin. 

Where letters or lines stand crooked, they are noticed by drawing lines above and 
below them. No. 18. 

When a smaller or larger letter than that on which the work is printed is improperly 
introduced into the page, it is noticed by a perpendicular line being drawn through it, 
and the mark wf. (wrong fount) written on the margin- No. 19. 

If a paragraph be improperly made, a line should be drawn from tne one sentence to 
the other, and the words run on written on the margin, as in No. 20. 

Where words or letters that should join arc separated, the mark No. 24 must be placed 
under the separation, and the junction signified by the same on the margin. 


In all cases, but particularly in those where the author has it not in his power to see the 
proof sheets, accuracy and distinctions of copy are particularly desirable. If attention 
he paid to the right spelling of the names qf persons and places, technical terms, Ac., 
the finishing <f sentences marked by the period, — that the author's ideas may not be mis- 
understood, — and the handwriting tolerably legible, much time and a very considerable 
expense will be saved, and the great object of accuracy attained. 

When a proof is returned, finally corrected for printing, the word PRBS0 should ho 
written m the first page, or the word Revise if amther proof be wanted.
